NOTE A-SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

Nature of Operations 

The Family Day Care Home Program of Nutrition Healthy Choice of Monroe, Incorporated is a private non­
profit organization domiciled in Monroe, Louisiana The Organization was chartered by the State of 
Louisiana on February 10. 1975 The Organization is recognized as a tax exempt (non-profit) organization

Pubhc Support and Revenue 

Revenue and public support consists mainly of federal reimbursements Grants and other contributions of 
cash and other assets are reported as permanently restricted or temporarily restricted if they are received 
with donor restrictions Contributions are considered to be unrestricted unless restricted by the donor A 
state service contract was the only source of income during the audit period 

Estimates 

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles requires 
management to make estimates and assumptions that affect certain reported amounts and disclosures 
Accordingly, actual results could differ from those estimates 

Income Taxes 

Nutrition Healthy Choice of Monroe, Incorporated is exempt from federal income taxes under Section 501 
(c) (3) of the Intemal Revenue Code and, therefore, has made no provision for federal income taxes in the 
accompanying financial statements 

Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require management to evaluate 
tax positions taken by the Organization and recognize a tax liability (or asset) if the Organization has taken 
an uncertain tax position that more likely than not would not be sustained upon examination by the IRS 
Management has analyzed the tax positions taken by the Organization, and has concluded that as of June 26, 
2013, there are no uncertain positions taken or expected to be taken that would require recognition of a 
liability (or asset) or disclosure in the financial statements The Organization is subject to routine audits by 
Intemal Revenue Service for the years ended September 30, 2010. 2011, and 2012, however, there are 
currently no audits for any tax period in progress

The Organization considers all highly liquid investments with maturity of three months or less when 
purchased to be cash equivalents Cash and cash equivalents for purposes of the statement of cash flows 
exclude permanently restricted cash and cash equivalents Under state law, the agency may deposit funds in 
demand accounts, interest bearing accounts, money market accounts, or time deposits with state banks 
organized under Louisiana law and national banks having their principal offices in Louisiana The Family
